In SeptemMr; 1917, there was in; 
Btituted by ordertin-council the "Hon^ 
orary Advisory Council for Soieniific 
and Industrial Research,'.' for the pur- 
pose of advising on scientific matters, 
1^ committee of the Privy Council, con- 
^sistihg'ot .the' Ministers of Trade and 
Coomerce.^ ;Mtn«l,'A^ Labor 
jMid vi'lilarâte- and''- Fisheries. The 
council brganlted' along lines of its 
own choosing, and now holds office 
by virtue o'f an Act of Parliament, and 
is no longer dependent on the Gov- 
ernment for the time being in power. 

In beginnlar its work the council 
set about on a campaign of education 
to. devel<«^ a- 9nbiic sentiment in 
faveur of'néearch; next a survey of 
the whole Dominion was undertaken 
to determine the amount of research 
being carried on, the number of cap- 
able researchers, the facilities of the 
country for research, and the extent 
to which manufacturers encouraged 
research in thieir business. About 
17,000. fiiestionalree were sent out for 
this purpose. The amount of actual 
research revealed by these was very 
small, indeed, most .'of whnt was ; call- 
ed, research.

has little chance of winning, or of taking to a dance his best 
Ifriend of the opposite sex.

The Church, Mr. Falk says, is not 
hopeless aa a leader in the movânent 
towards ^ Social ,CoasGi«iee,v.'bu( 
those Churches which deitei^d on the 
subscriptions of the rich, are not 
wholly free to interfere in industrial 
problems, as they endauger their in- 
come. There is no i-oom in this coun- 
try for a religion «rhich is active only 
4(pe day in the week. The function of 
the minister ought to l5e twofold— to 
expound doctrine and to In^ire and 
demaml service from the members of 
his church. . Spiritual energy cannot 
be detached from social duty. 

Social Conscience means a belief in 
the- brotherhood of man, and that all 
actions ^wlll be guided <by that belief. 
One cannot shock people into a social 
{conscience, but one can shock them 
into an interest and study of the sub- 
ject. The development of a social con- 
science Is a slow process. Do we fully 
appreciate the struggle of the poor for 
dally food and a means of sustenance? 

Mr. Falk then spoke of pre-war con- 
ditions. Charity, as we know it, can 
hardly be idedtified with 'social con- 
science. It is often given for purély 
selfi.sh personal reasons, with no oon-

For ^ese reasons the council has 
taken ét^eps to Increase the scientific 
staffs ol the universities, and to en- 
coiiéag4l|promisd&g men to remain at 
them by' instituting a systam of schol- 
arships tenable for one or two years, 
to 4na4i|c a man to try his hand at 
research. Further, tkey offer them 
if they are successful, faltowsfaips also 
tenable for o«e or two yaars. Next 
year the council hopes to iwpoint at 
least twenty-flve more students. "KHs 
cannot be done with the present unt 
vcrsity staffs, and, rescai;fh facilities 
in Canada, and it has, therefore, been 
most strongly urged upon the gov- 
ernors of McGill and Tormto that 
there exists a roost immediate and 
pressing necessity for increasing the 
staffs of all the scientific departments 
and no necessity whatever for more 
brick and morUr.

The success was only tem- 
porary, ' however, due lu a bluff in- 
augurated by the First . Canadian 
Corps. ' Chlorin j was the gas Used in 
this case. There were minor attacks 
in May and June, but the wind 
(Changed and the Germans themselves 
were gassed. Fritz then UB# an od- 
orless, tasteless and colourless gas 
which did not take rffect for four 
hours, but which in a large number 
of cases proved fatal. Mustard gas 
was then used by the Germans, al- 
though the British had known of It 
for a considerable, time before. How 
ever, th6 latter soon made up, for the 
loss'brthls opportunity by our- use of 
It, In that the Germany were very 
poorly prepared to combat It 

The French thon <i.sed hydro-cyanic 
gas for some time, but gave up the 
plan when shown by a British physi- 
ologist that, although it proved fatal 
to dogs, It had no effect : on man, 
Phenyl-arslne was then used by the 
enemy. This came in the form of 
fine dust and was very hard to com 
bat. The first consignment of this 
was sent over by them In January, 
1918. This consisted of 200 shells 
and these were all that were used 
again until Kiarch 21st. By this'time 
the British had their box-respirator 
suttldently perfected to withstand 
Its effect. However, when the Brit- 
ish put over this the German res- 
pirators proved very Inadeqdate, and 
t,hey conBec|uently suffered severe cas- 
ualties. 

Col. Meaklns then dealt with the 
medical aspect of these gases. The 
first was a lachrymatory gas, 



teuiporarily put those affected out of 
loiumissiou. The second was a suf- 
focating' or lung irritating gas. In 
ibU, group comes chlorine and phos- 
i:i.ni-, Vrbich cause a direct necrosis 
ot the respirator tract and of alveoli. 
The third group was vesicant, which 
causes pure necrosis, any inflamma- 
tion, being secondar}-. . 

TH3 fourth group was the nasal 
irriianls and consisted of the phenyl 
arsine group. As the gas masl^B did 
not prove effective they were dis- 
carded, and this opportunity was then 
seized upon by the enemy to send over 
phosgene and other gases which, had 
a more deadly effect. 

The two important medical treat- 
ments, the speaker went on to ex 
plain, were the administering of oxy 
gen and venesect Im. Mustard gas 
attacks ^tbe upper bronc^ljpl tubes. It 
also acis op any tissue 'with Which 
It comes In contacjl. He gald he had 
seen the whole skin of the back come 
off in a single sheet. 

Gas warfare In 1918 proved a very 
difficult problem to combat In as 
much a.s there were ten , thousand 
cases of gas polsonins In one month, 
while at the base hospitals there 
were one hundred thousand reported, 
the large proportion being gunners. 
In twelve months about 2 percent, of 
cases in the base hospital were front 
gas poisoning. In all *case8 wheris 
a new difficulty presented itself, the 



chemist was tbo firat man t^ be call- 
ed in. 

The speaker cancluded by emphap 
sizing the fact that men who ha4 
been gassed needed sympathetic en- 
couragement, but firmness ought to 
be exercised so that the patient should 
not think himself worse than he real- 
ly Is. 

A vote of thanks was then tendered 
Col. Meakins, and was heartily en- 
dorsed by the society as was shown 
by the applause. 

Dr. Archibald then said a few words 
in which he welcomed the ladles to 
the Medical Society, and pointed out 
that this meeting was unique in that 
it was the first meeting at which ,'the 
terms "Ladles and Gentlemen" had 
to be \(sed. As he expressed' it, the 
Medical Society was please^ to wel- 
come their ladyships to their fellow- 
ship. The ladies present, .Visi 
Chllds and Miss Perclval, were to bf 
honoured in that it was resolved that 
the ffltaules of the meeting where 
they had introduced their prrs°nci 
were to be written In red ink. 

Dr. Service then save an interest- 
ing and instructive address on .Medi- 
cal Work in China. His talk proved 
cBpeolally interesting in that it wai 
accompanied by numerous lantern 
slides.
